Dr. Adolphus Gilliam, pastor 
of the First Methodist Church in 
Jackson, Tenn. and a native of 
Morgan county, was named Man 
of the Year in Jackson, Tenn. 
and was presented an award by 
the Jackson Exchange Club Jan. 
15, it has been learned here. 

Dr. Gilliam was born in a log 
cabin on the waters of Paint 
Creek in Eastern Morgan county 
about four miles from Crockett 
and attended the old Splitwood 
one-room school as a youth. He 
was a son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Frank Gilliam, pioneer citizens of 
the county. 

In his young manhood he taught 
several rural schools in Morgan, 
among them White Oak Branch, 
Lenox and Caney. Later he at¬ 
tended Kentucky Wesleyan Col¬ 
lege, Winchester, and became a 
Methodist minister. He has pas- 
tored some of the larger churches 
in the Kentucky Conference, and 
was pastor of a Lexington church 
before going to Jackson, Tenn.

SHOE REPAIRING 


Form 943. The form is mailed 
automatically to all farmers who 
reported farm wages paid in 1955, 
or who have already registered 
with the Director of Internal Rev¬ 
enue, Louisville. Kentucky. Form 
943 must be obtained from the 
Director of Internal Revenue. 

If you had one or more farm 
hands to whom you paid $100 or 
more in cash wages in 1956 and 
you have not registered with the 
Director of Internal Revenue, you 
should do so at once The regist¬ 
ration form SS-4a can be obtained 
from your social security office. 
Upon receipt of the Form SS-4a 
the Director of Internal Revenue 
will mail the yearly report form 
943 to the farm employer. 

The social security tax to be 
deducted from the covered farm 
hand's wages is 2 percent for 
1956, to be matched by an equal 
amount from employer’s funds. 
The total tax (employer and em¬ 
ployee) should then be sent to 
the Director of Internal Revenue 
in January - along with Form 943. 

Further information regarding 
social security and farm benefits 
may be obtained from the Dis¬ 
trict Office of the Social Security 
Administration located at 340 14th 
Street, Ashland, Kentucky.
